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Ray Of Hope In Lengthy Dispute 


Yorba Linda City Attorney 
Leonard Hampel Monday night held 
out the hope that the city’s 
differences with the owners of 
Upper K Ranch may be nearing an 
end. 

The vessel of Hampel’s hope was 
a letter of intent which the city has 
prepared in conjunction with Upper 
K interests, most notably Gil 
Kraemer. Monday night the city 
council approved the letter on behalf 
of the city. 

The letter, both Hampel and 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing stressed, 
does not constitute any sort of 


contract between the city and the 
ranch, nor is it in any way binding, 
they said. 


“It is simply a _ good-faith 
statement on both sides,’’ Hampel 
said. Ewing likened it to a 
handshake. 


The letter sets forth the city’s 
density and development require- 
ments for the land in accord with the 
city’s general plan, Hampel said, 
outlining an eight-stage scheme for 
development, including projected 
traffic-flow patterns. 

‘The letter is entirely consistent 
with Yorba Linda's general plan, its 


laws and ordinances,’’ Hampel 
emphasized. ‘‘In no way does it 
represent any sort of concession."’ 

Nevertheless, Hampel admitted, 
Yorba Linda may stand to profit from 
acceptance of the letter. Counsel for 
the Kraemer estate had told him, he 
said, that in view of the letter the 
owners may well drop two current 
lawsuits contesting pending annexa- 
tion of Kraemer land. 

If this were so, Hampel said, 
annexation of the long-fought-over 
Dominguez Ranch east of Upper K 
Ranch could proceed within days. 

Still, Hampel reiterated, ‘‘it is not

Councilwomen 


‘*People resent women in politics 
at the local level. It’s not talked 
about but the feeling is there.’’ 

The speaker was offering that 
opinion from the viewpoint of one 
who should know. She was Mayor 
Carolyn Ewing of Yorba Linda. The 
occasion was a talk before the local 
Rotary Club last Friday. 

Mayor Ewing cited the public’s 
inability to recognize women 
holding office as different from their 
male counterparts. She noted that 
often a person will address the City 
Council with the opening word: 
‘**Gentlemen.”’ Said Ewing: “‘They 
do no think gender.”’ 

The mayor explored the differ- 
ence between serving at the local 
level rather than in the partisan 
politics at the state and national 
levels. 

She asserted that there are *‘many 
hammers held over local govern- 
ment’s head by the county, state and 


federal agencies that you have to be 
constantly on the watch for them. 

Mayor Ewing admitted to some 
‘distinct advantages’ for women 
office holders. ‘‘It is easier to make 
appointments to lobby for some- 
thing. We can use our femininity to 
open doors. We are a new and 
pleasant face.”’ 


The local mayor is one of 21 
councilwoman in Orange County. 
She said many have college degrees, 
are married, have children, now 
have or have had careers or jobs 
which have ‘‘given us a variety of 
skills and general interest.”’ 


Along with councilmen, Mayor 
Ewing and the other female office 
holders have, she emphasized, the 

‘*common goal’’ of affecting change 
for the good of the community. ‘‘! 
want people to look on me as an 
individual who will help them,”’ she 
concluded.

Earlier, Ewing had reported a 
luncheon meeting between herself 
and Gil Kraemer some 10 days 
before during which Kraemer 
indicated fresh willingness to enter 
into a letter of agreement, she said. 
The letter had been in preparation 
since June, she noted. 

The importance of the letter was 
pointed out by both Hampel and 
Ewing, who agreed that, as the 
mayor put it, ‘‘Upper K Ranch will 
not develop unless it annexes to the 
city of Yorba Linda."’ 

Kraemer, the principal figure 
among 35 different owners of the 
870-acre ranch, lying to the east of 
Yorba Linda, brought suit earlier 
this year to halt annexation of 
Dominguez Ranch.

tion. 

Although Kraemer at first seemed 
indifferent to this action, he later 
brought suit contesting approval of 
the annexation by the county Local 


Agencies Formation Commission. 
his suit has prevented comple- 


tion of the annexation § since 
summer. 
In other action, the council 


adopted a resolution approving 
annexation of a five-and-a-half-acre 
of Amberdale Drive. 

Annexation to the city had been 
necessary before the land could be 
annexed to the city water district for 
purposes of development.

America’s craze for nostalgia seems even to have swept up some of the 
politicians. Sens. Hubert Humphrey and Jacob Javits have dusted the 
cobwebs off that quaint old-timer ‘‘National Economic Planning,’’and have 
trotted it out in the form of a bill, S 1975, ‘‘The Balanced Growth and 


Economic Planning Act of 1975.’ 


You will have to look across the seas to view the wonders which National 
Economic Planning has created. You see, it’s really another term for 
piecemeal socialism. The Soviet Union, in its early days, adopted it with one 
fell swoop, and has had a series of Five-Year Plans ever since. 

They have produced a consumer standard of living so great that we would 
have to cut our own almost in half to match it. India has demonstrated the 
wonders of National Economic Planning, too, and even France and Britain 


have flirted with it, without success. 


How does it work? It starts with the assumption that all segments of the 
economy need to exchange information about their goals and plans in order 
for everything to work in harmony without beneficial results for all. 

Unfortunately, their assumption is wrong. Lack of advance information 
isn’t the problem; public policy mismanagement is. Inflation, recession and 
shortages are caused by political decisions made by administrations, 
congresses and federal bureaus. Additional information won’t cure that. 

In fact, the Humphrey-Javits bill would make things a good deal worse. 

It would create a new superagency of the federal government; the 
Economic Planning Board. The board would come up with a series of 
national objectives and five-year-type plans. 

Then they are supposed to employ something called ‘‘a consistent set of 
economic techniques’’ to get business, labor and the consumer to go along 


with their plans. 


Under the co-chairmanship of Wassily Leontieff of Harvard, who has 
received more than $1 million since 1962 to study his pet project of National 
Economic Planning, the Initiative Committee for National Economic 
Planning tells us in its brochure how this Economic Planning Board should 
get everyone to make the decisions it wants. It says, ‘‘The means of 
influencing those decisions are already familiar to us. 

“Some, such as tax incentives and disincentives, and traditional 
monetary and fiscal policies, influence individual actions indirectly. Others, 
such as selective credit controls, guidance of basic capital flows, limits to the 
use of air, water and land and mandatory resource allocation, affect 
individual actions directly.'’ And there you have a recipe for. complete 


socialism. 


Despite its obvious lack of success elsewhere--not to mention its assault 
on human freedom--centralized, economic planning is being touted by a 
number of well-known economists, including John Kenneth Galbraith, who 
is a board member of the initiative committee. 

The planning advocates, with their obsession for controlling everything in 
sight, believe that they can do so wisely if only they can accurately predict 
future actions in the economy. But Galbraith, in his latest book, says: ‘‘All 
official predictions in economics are suspect.’’ So much for consistency. 

When it comes to job security, though, these economists are a resourceful 
bunch. Not only has Prof. Leontieff kept the flame of Socialist economics 
flickering for 15 years with grants of federal dollars, but also several 
hundred economists would be employed by the new federal agency if the 
Humphrey-Javits bill ever becomes law. Leontieff and several of his 
committee members even helped draft it. 

Nostalgia is fine, but I think we would all be better off if the economists 


switched to swallowing goldfish. 


Zoning Moratorium 


Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night made the latest move in the 
continuing dispute with the City of 
Placentia over zoning on the south 
side of Mariposa Avenue just south 
of Yorba Linda city limits. 


Specifically, the council, at the 
suggestion of local resident Bob 
Frankeny, voted to send Placentia 
City Council a letter requesting a 
moratorium on zoning along 
Mariposa pending discussion and 
hoped-for resolution of differences. 


Placentia’s planning commission 
has approved zoning on the land 
which would allow construction of 
condominiums. Yorba Linda, whose 
adjacent land is more rural in 
character, has steadily opposed the 
action. 

Another local resident, Bob 
Olsen, suggested a petition be 
circulated among neighboring pro- 
perty owners to express their 
feelings to Placentia. The Yorba 
Linda councilmen gave the proposal 
their unofficial blessing.

Project A Flop 


Letter to the Editor: 


The County Sanitation District of 
Orange County (CSDOC) is planning 
a $275 million dollar waste 
treatment plant in Fountain Valley. 
The project is designed to meet 
federal requirements for secondary 
treatment prior to ocean discharge. 

The Sanitation District is also 
proposing additional capacity (184 
million gallons per day (MGD) 
existing; 225 MGD, proposed) which 
could, based on present per capita 
flows, provide sewage capacity for a 
population growth of 500,000 during 
a 10 year time frame. 


The Environmental Coalition 
supports construction of facilities 
which upgrade the quality of 
treatment of wastewater. The 
marine environment can be 
improved while providing construc- 
tion jobs to a sagging economy. 

However, such a project should be 
consistent with other environmental 
and social goals. The facility should 
be energy efficient and sized to allow 
a reasonable growth and develop- 
ment but not induce unwarranted 
growth. 


In addition, the Environmental 
Coalition would like to see the 
following criteria be included in the 
project: consideration of source 
pretreatment of industrial wastes, 
inclusion of consumer incentives for 
conservation (e.g., graduated fee 
schedules), reclamation and reuse. 

It is unfortunate that in spending 
$27,000 of public monies to inform 
the public through a series of 
workshops that the Sanitation 
District failed. 

We appreciate the concept of 
public agencies seeking public input 
early in the decision making 
process, however, there appeared to 
bea lack of willingness by sanitation 
officials t>» discuss or answer 
questions on specifics concerning 


the proje: inc its potential impacts. 

The sini, lis ic presentation by the 
sanitation official lacked basic 
information ‘out the proposed 


project and the decision making 
process. 

A detailed fact sheet would have 
helped those citizens attempting to 
focus their concerns. The only 
redeeming aspect of the public 
workshops was the capable group 
discussion leaders provided by the 
Orange County League of Woman 
Voters.
